It was said without contradiction that a 


union man could not consistently serve in 
the militia and incur the risk oi being 
called out to shoot down his fellow trades 
unionists who were on a strike for the bet- 
terment of their economic conditions. So 
each trade unionists who is a member oi 
the Illinois National Guard will be re- 
quested to secure 11 discharge from mili- 
tary service at once.

been issued from the office of G. M. 
Haffards & Co. and furnishes a striking 
argument from their standpoint in favor 
of the contention of the manufacturers 
that business must be conducted on a 
Imver basis. As against three malls w'hich 
did not pay dividends in 1S9S, 11 have 
passed entirely this year, and that paid 
by tlhe Amawan is the result of a sale 
of ieail estate, an'd does not properly 
represent earnings.

The list shows an increase of $500,000 


Jn capital invested, the new Arkwright 
mill beinjr included in the list, although 
cotton has not yet been put in. This 
leaves the total capital invested upon 
which to base the amount of dividends 
paid at the same figure as one year agro, 
$20,933 000.

Fall River manufactory and Barnaby 
gingham mill, whilch has mot paid divi- 
dends for some time, the Conanicut, 
Globe yarn, .Laurel Lake.

Strikers Try to Break Into a 


Union Man's House and a 


Woman is Shot. 


Troy, K. Y.t Doc. 20.—Blood has been 


shed today.by strikers in a suburb of this 
eity and excitement runs high. 


Since a strike began some time ago in 


the West Side foundry in the town Coloni, 
a suburb'of Watervliet, collisions between 
the strikers and the men who took their 
places have been frequent and the one 
today resulted in bloodshed. 


The trouble began this morning when 


three strikers went to the housa of Joseph 
Rohler, one of the men who had taken a 
striker's place in the West Side mill. 


These men found the door of Bohler'a 


house barred and demanded entrance 
Being refused they began to break in the 
door. That started pistol firing. 


During the fnsilade Mra. Kohler was 


struck in the neck by a bullet and dan- 
gerously wounded. "Whether she can live 
or not is doubtful. 


The snooting has created the wildest 


excitement and high feeling. The police 
are doing all in their power to apprehend 
and arrest the three strikers who went to 
the Rohler house. 


To Hurry Bram's Trial. 


Washington, Dec. 20—The 
supreme 


court today directed the immediate 
issuance of its mandate to the lower 
court in the case of Thomas Brani, con- 
victed of murder in Massachusetts and 
awarded a new trial. 


Mandates usually issue only -after 30 


days, but the court today acted specially 
in the case on request of the solicitor 
general, who desired the mandate to go 
down at once for the reason that several 
of the crew of the vessel on which the 
murder was committed are in jail as wit- 
nesses whoee testimony is wanted at the 
next trial.

TVlmt KOCH Tliln Meant 


Sometime ago the board of health de- 


cided that beginning the year 1898 a law 
would go into effect that no more pigs 
would be kopt within the limits of the 
fire diHtricl. The announcement of such 
a restriction caused a good many of the 
people on the outskirts of the town to 
wonder just what such a law would 
mean. Would it mean that farmers on 
the hillsides who happen to be withiD 
the fire district limits desist from keeping 
swine'.' If euch should be the case there 
is no doubt but that some vigorous pro- 
tests would be made since it is a veritable 
fact that the keeping of swine ia such 
cases is one of the leading benefits of the 
farmer. However it is not unlikely that 
the board of health will look into such 
cases and make concessions. The chief 
object of such a law is undoubtedly to rid 
the village proper of pig pens. Fora 
longtime pigs have been kept in a cer- 
tain place in town and in summer the 
stench would permeate the air for fully a 
quarter of a mile. The place referred to 
is in the very centre of the town and it 
was oiving to the many complaints made 
against it that the board of health was 
compelled to take action in the matter.

WHO AND WHAT WERE THE CLIFF 


DWELLERS OF COLORADO? 


They Knew the Secret of tbe Preserva- 


tion of Dratl Bodies—Hud n Skill Equal 
to That of the Egyptians—Tlie Family 
In tlio Ciipltol Building; at Denver. 


Few people in Colorado perhaps arc 


•ware oT tlv tuft that within this state uro 
rfotmd the remains of a prehistoric rari1, 
prosei^ecl by ft system of cnibalining 
which, wh.le somewhat different 
from 


th.it of the ancient Egyptians, 1ms proved 
equally effo-livp in combating tliu riivnees 
«f decay. 
Many know that southwestern 


<3oloi\'iu'o was, linndreds of jears ajxo, pop- 
ulated by a raeo of cliiT dwellers, and tho 
ruins of tin iv homes on the Kin Snn Jnari, 
near Manees, aro annually visited by thou- 
sands ot inquisitive tourists. 
It, is not 


generally known, however, (hat these peo- 
ple attained to such a degree of perfection 
In tiie art of presorvina; tho remains of 
their dead that even now, centuries after 
they were, placed in the tomb, the only In- 
dication of the lapse of time is in the 
withered and dried up appearance of tho 
ekin. 


In tho rooms of tho State Historical so- 


ciety, at tho cnpitol building, arc four of 
these, mummies, tho most interesting 
specimens vet disco\ercd. Those who hnro 
read with interest the results of the la- 
bors of a7chirolo£ists in Ki£ypr, who=o 
every di?corcry of this char.'u Ur isdisciibs- 
cd in the journals and magazines through- 
out tho world, will be repaid a visit to tho 
capitol building. V ero the history of this 
Urango ponplo known and their records 
pn«or\eil the four mnmnnes in the rooms 
of tho Hi Uirical society might prove to 
be the rein tins of a. family equally ro^al 
and renowned in their own country with 
Ramescs or Cleopatra in Eitypt. 
Th.it 


they form 
a- family group is cviduit. 


There arc ihe father and mother and two 
children, probably o to o years of ago. Xot 
nil the dead of this race were thus pre^erv- 
ed. In an adjoining cave arc hundred;, of 
human bones, representing tho remains 
of those w 10 did not rank high enough in 
tho cliff dwellers' world to be thus care- 
fnlly protected from tho effacing lingers 
ol time, 
ft is therefore not improbable 


that this fannly was of the roynl blood 


The extraordinary fineness of the em- 


balming %\ rappings is a further evidence 
of this fact. Unlike the ancient Kgyp- 
tmns, this wrapping consists not of many 
folds, but a single garment 
carefully 


s-owcd to shut out the air. 
Tho embalm- 


ing robe in which the remains aro shroud- 
ed is composed of a groundwork of cord 
in:ido of tho fiber of the yucca plant and 
closely woven. In this aro interwoven 
feathers, or, rather, the finest down from 
6ome species of bird. Each feather is caie- 
lully woven in an upright position, .ind so 
closely arr they placed that neither air 
nor water can penetrate tho cloth. To 
ninke one of these robes with the crude 
methods employed, all being done by hand, 
must have been a labor of years, and it is 
probablo Ihev were of almost priceless 
value. 
Tens of thousands of leathers 


'would bo required for each robe. 
1 This fe.ither cloth is evidently inde- 
structible showing no signs of decay. It 
Is of a light brown color, with occasional 
streaks of white 


I Of tho mummies, those of tho mother 
and children are tho best preserved. 
Tho 


woman's long black luiir hangs down over 
her shoolf.ers, and teeth and skin are in a 
perfect state of presonation. I3ut tho 
most remarkable specimen is that of one 
of the children, which appears to have 
been about ;) years of age. Were it not for 
the peculiar parchmentlike appearance of 


Elini it would seem that the childhad been 
dead but a few days. 
Even tho lips havo 


not decayed, and tho fact that tho eyes aro 
missing is not noticeable, for the closed 
lids aro still intact. Hair and eyebrows 
^n'O preserved seemingly as in life. 
Tho 


'frontal development of ths head of this 
child is most remarkable, bulging out 
over tho oyebiows, a quite unusual case 
with this people. The head displays every 
indication of u more than ordinary intelli- 
gence. 
• Another remarkable specimen is that ot 
j,i nc« born infant, from which tho wrap- 
filing has been entirely removed, and in | 
Vlnch there is not tho slightest traeo of 
decay. 


They wero a. diminutive race, 1ho rc- 


Iniams of the two adults measuring not 
more than 4 feet in length. 
, Thcso remains wero discovered in a 
tomb cut in the solid rock and carefully 
Fcaledatthe mouth. As in the tombs of 
tho ror,.l Egyptians were placed jewels 
tintl articles ol gold and sihIT, so in this 
wero buried evidences of the belief tliut 
'the dead would require in tho future state 
some ot tho things to \vhieh they had been 
accustomed in lile. 
TheclilT dwellers did 


not work in tho metals, but with these 
dead wero interred articles of pottery and 
basket work and war implements of bono 
and Hint, to old them in their journey to 
the nn known. 


About tho burial places stone slabs are 


feet in tho ground and arranged in circles 
or parallelograms, and on these are m- 
seriptions chiseled or painted in 1ho pic- 
ture language. Thc'-e appear also upon 
the walls of the tomb mentioned. Here is 
an opportunity fur the savant-, to unra\el 
1ho seeretB of the dead, and he who deci- 
phers these insrripti'ins may give to tho 
world as startling and inturc-.ting a story 
as was ever tinearttu'il by the most ardent 
archa'ulogist who 1ms labored in Espyt 


Mho wire these strange people? Tho 


question hns ne\or been satisfactorily an- 
swered. Some hold that they were of tho i 
A/tec I'ice. others that there was once a 
great Viablo empire in the southwest, of 
which tney were a part, while i-till others 
assert tlint t h e < l i ( f dwolleis wero a sepa- 
rate and distinct people of whom no pos- 
terity now survive^ —Denver Post.

Mr Lawler asKed 
that the sentence be commuted to life im- 
prisonment, on the grounds that the evi- 
dence never warranted the death penalty, 
and that the verdict was reallj against 
the weight of evidence. "But even if it 
were otherwise," he continued, ' we ask 
for a commutation of the sentence be- 
cause justice will be meted out by life 
imprisonment"

said very little He listened to the state-

Go\. Wolcott said that, of course, he 


could not refer the matter to the council 
on the presentation merely of a petition
